Claims 
Sports Ban 
Unnecessary 


During the course of the past 
week one of our reporters called 
on Baz. O'Meara, sports writer 
for the Star. In answer to the 
question ‘‘What do you think 
of the present abolition of 
organized intercollegiate sport?”’ 
Mr. O’Meara made the follow- 
ing forthright statement.

THE LITERARY AND DEBATING SOCIETY 


The Debating Society does not, contrary to the belief of 
many, exist for the primary purpose of winning or losing I.U.D.L. 
trophies. Our Society, although technically composed of only 
the pre-Law students of Junior and Senior years, is in reality the 
Father of all the Debating groups in both High School and 
College, and represents Loyola in extra-mural Debating and 
Public Speaking. 

Our primary aim is, then, to produce young Catholic men 
who are capable of presenting their ideas clearly to the public 
and who will be able to take their place as the leaders of to- 
morrow through the encouragement of debating and public 
speaking here at school. 

The world which we are living in now is veritably crying out 
for leaders—for men with high ideals, religious, political and 
otherwise—and it is our aim to produce these men by rounding 
out their Catholic Education here at Loyola with a knowledge 
of how to express, fluently, the ideals and principles which have 
been embedded in them. 

The world, as we have said, is sorely in need of leaders and 
what men are better suited to lead than those who have had a 
sound Catholic education? Men whose every action is guided, 
not by a utilitarian philosophy, but by sound Catholic principles. 
Yes, these are the men who are so sorely needed now and upon 
whom the world must count to lift it from the terrible chaos 
prevalent today. But of what use will all these sound ideals 
prove if there is not added to them the ability to propound these 
fundamental truths to the public; the ability to rise before an 
audience and express clearly, and with a conviction born of 
certain knowledge, those very principles and ideals, which alone 
can lead man to his proper destiny. 

We are not trying to advocate that a sincere pursuit of 
debating or public-speaking here at Loyola will ‘‘ipso facto” 
make of each and every one of us a silver-tongued orator or a 
great leader of the future. Bur what we do maintain is that each 
and every student here at Loyola should avail himself of the 
opportunity of learning how to speak in public. We do further 
maintain that whatever may be your choice of a profession, be 
it coal mining or Criminal Law, such a knowledge of how to 
clearly express your ideas, and of how to think on your feet, will 
stand you in very good stead. We do further maintain, that if 
we are to have good Catholic leaders in the future, capable of 
furthering Catholic Ideology, then they must inevitably come 
from our Catholic Colleges, and unless we make use of the means 
that are placed at our disposal here at College, then the future 
leadership of this world of ours will rest not upon the shoulders 
of Catholic men where it properly belongs, but upon the shoulders 
of those far less capable. 

With these views in mind, we of the Debating Society 
appeal particularly to our High School Students and those in 
their first two years of College to make full use of any and every 
opportunity which they are given to learn how to speak in public 
and debate. You are the ones who have the benefits and the 
guidance of men who can make speakers out of you. You are 
the ones who have a few years left in which, through trial and 
error, to perfect yourselves in this field. 

Loyola has always been famous for producing not neces- 
sarily brilliant speakers but men who are capable of rising to 
their feet and expressing themselves clearly and to the point. 
This, then, is the prime purpose of the existence of our Society.
